Please be informed that I am sending this on behalf of Mr. 
3uf ord H . 3 jor klund , J r . in response to the above referenced 
letter. In your letter you state that after careful review, 
you have decided that Mr T 3jOr klunc ' s registration with the Boy 
Scouts of America should be suspended. After consultation with 
Mr.- 3jor klund it seems that he has not been informed as to any 
accusations, the content of those accusations, or who has made 
them. If indeed 3SA membership registration is a privilege not 
automatically granted then there has to be some balancing 
factors whenever a disparaging accusation or remark is made 
concerning any member or potential member. When there is no 
such ■ safeguard it leaves any decision as to membership to 
someone ' s fancy or whim with no recourse. 

You have offered to have this dec is ion reviewed by a council 
review committee, and Mr. 3 j or klund is to explain" his version 
of the facts supporting his claim that his registration as a 
3SA member should be reinstated . 1 1 escapes me sir as to how 
he is to explain anything concerning matters he has not been 
fully informed about, as to their content or origin. He has 
been made aware that it has something to do wi th a legal matter 
he was involved wi th over four years ago , He has been as ked by 
your organization to release information concerning that matter 
as being relevant to retaining his membership, 

Jirst, Mr. 3] or klund has no duty to provide you with records of 
any proceedings he was involved in, second they were not 
criminal but civil in nature, third they are totally irrelevant 
and immaterial to the question of his membership and 
registration with 3SA. Finally, if you had really reviewed his 
membership registration you would have perhaps consulted your

own legal counsel who probably may have informed you that most 
of it is a matter of public record and you could obtain copies 
if desired'. 

We have tried vigorously, since your letter, to obtain copies 
of your rules and regulations. It is appalling to inform you 
that a majority of your local staff and members did not know 
that such a publication existed and if it did where to find 
it. I finally obtained a copy from one of your Dallas Office 
Scout Shops. The whole episode of finding these rules and 
regulations leads one to wonder if they were followed at all 
when you carefully reviewed Mr . 3^or klunc ' s registration . 

However , in reviewing your Rules and Regulations, specifically 
the section on Denial of Registration, and Page 20 therein, it 
states that Ar ticie 71 1 1 , Section 1, of the 3ylaws sets for th 
the right of 35A to set standards of membership and the 
procedure for maintaining those standards through denial of 
regis tration is expressed in a publication entitled Procedures 
for Ma in taining S tandards of Membership and Leadership . This 
publication which should spell out the proper way to impose 
denial on Mr . 3]or klunc also is unattainable locally and from 
the Dallas Office. 

It would seem that the very least protection or standard that 
Mr. 3] or klunc or any member should be afforded would be a 
"Proper showing " which means the establishment by compe tent 
evidence that the ind i vidua! has exhibi tec Intolerable personal 
conduct, (Article VTII, Section 4, Page 9). 

One of the very things the Boy Scouts of America stands "for 
fairness, has been ignored. Mr. 3 jor klunc is an asset to the 
3SA and the real persons hurt by year organ i tat ion ' s action are 
the boys over whom he supervises including his son . 

In conclusion, Mr. 3jorklund needs to be told why he has been 
denied registration, what he has been accused of, and by whom. 
If this is not done or i f a satisfactory agreement can not be 
reached, I will have to advise him of his legal remedies and
